Council Planners Split on ‘Experiment 


Split Duplexes 
Sought by Firm 


avenue from _ single-family 
residential to duplex use and 
for a resubdivision and vari- 
ance, 

Her plan, which has plan- 
ning commissioners support, 
is to combine two lots, now 
zoned for duplexes, with the 
portion of the third lot into a 
single parcel of about 23,000 
square feet. 

On this big lot, Mrs. Fin- 
ley hopes to develop two 
and a half duplexes—in es- 
sence, five single - family 
rental units—under one own- 
ership. 


City planner Bob Gray told 
councilmen that, with a pro- 
tective statement signed by 
the Finley firm, redivision of 
the big lot into five small 
ones would be extremely dif- 
ficult. 


And city attorney John Jor- 
genson said that, should the 
ownership of the one big lot 
decide to divide it by selling 
sections, the city could stop 
the sale as being illegal—if 
they discovered the sale . 
City councilmen, however, 
viewed the project not as an 
experiment in land use, as sug- 
gested by Gray, but as a con- 
siderable threat to the city 
tradition of large-lot, single- 
family residential zoning. 
Eventual decision was to 
continue the hearing on the 
rezoning request and take the 
matter up again at the next 
council study meeting Tues- 
day night. 

ANOTHER ‘HALF’ 

Jay Finley, speaking for the 
real estate firm, indicated that 
a pair of duplexes could be 
built: om the ~pareels. now 
zoned R-2. What the company 
is asking, he said, is to add 
5000 feet from another owner- 
ship to accommodate an addi- 
tional “half” of a duplex. 
Mayor William R. Lawson 
reacted strongly against the 
plan. 

In essence, what the project 
would do is to change single- 
family lot requirements from 

7000 square feet to about 4000, 
the Mayor declared. 

“This would destroy, all our 

standards of single-family zon- 
ing,” he said. 

Councilman Silas Payne: 
said the only way he could 

look at the proposal was 

whether the city wanted to re- 
duce square footage require- 
ments for single family units. 

“This is no criticism of 
you,” Payne told Finley. 
“There is no problem about 
your intent. In the course 
of human events, however, 
the property may go through 
two or three purchasers and 
then redivided.” 

Finley maintained that “all 
we intended to do was build 
duplexes that are not con- 
nected.” 

Gray noted, and councilmen 
appeared surprised to learn, 
that the living units cailed 
duplexes are not specifically 
required to be connected by 
the present city ordinance. If 
the council wants to avoid 
property division problems of 
the kind of fear, they will 
have to plug this loophole, he 
said. 

The major question, Gray 
contended, whether a duplex 
lot containing the two living 
units can itself be split. Gray 
declared that it was his under- 
standing, supported by Jorgen- 
son, that this can not be done. 

Jorgenson qualified his 
statement, however, by noting 
that the property transaction 
would have to kecome known 
to the city before action could 
be taken.

Once Again, We Approach 
A Change of the Seasons 


Once again, the earth having proceeded to the proper 
position in relation to the sun and other heavenly bodies, 
we approach a change in the seasons. 

Figure it any way you want to. Some calculate that the 
length of the day is the criteria, others the sighting of the 
first robin, others the blooming of the flowering quince, 
as the proper omen. 

But the “season change” to which we refer is that of 
sports. During the next few weeks, there'll be all sorts of 
doings to indicate that a new one is replacing the old. 

The backboard and hoop installed above the garage 
door last fall will be abandoned in favor of games of 
“catch” in the street; the playground patrons will migrate 
from the asphalt onto the grass.

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A Flaw in Local Arguments 
On Teacher Qualifications 


‘During the last two meetings of the Menlo Park 
School District board of trustees, considerable time has 
been spent on the proposition that the district should only 
hire teachers who have a “sound academic background” 
in addition to having fulfilled the requirements needed to 
get an appropriate credential. 

There are straws in the wind which indicate that, 
sooner or later, all teachers will have to have specialized 
in something besides education before they're turned loose 
from the colleges and universities. 

At one extreme, we have those who argue for an 
“academic background, ’— which would mean that teachers 
don’t have to know how to teach — they would just have 
to be experts in the field in which they're expected to 
instruct the young. 

At the other extreme, there are the technicians who 
believe that teaching itself is a sufficiently challenging 
business to require that its practitioners be specialists in 
that, to the exclusion of other specialties. 

Probably the ideal lies somewhere between the two. 

Be that as it may, there has been, to our mind, but one 
flaw in the discussions conducted by the local school board. 
The discussions have been aimed entirely at the qualifica- 
tions of new teachers entering the district; not a word has 
been said about what teachers have learned, in summer 
sessions and in-service training after they've been hired. 

Here’s a place where the local school district can do 
some effective work, anticipating state demands for “more 
academic background” and guiding individual teachers. to 
angle their postgraduate work into the most useful and 
effective possible channels. 

It should be recognized, though, that the teachers 
themselves have in the past shown considerable responsi- 
bility in this area.

Cooperation Can Bring 
The ‘Impossible’ into Reach 


This week, it was announced, employees of three pub- 
lic agencies got together, pooling their resources to make 
possible an effective “credit union.” 

Establishment of such a union might well be taken 
as a hint of what might in the future be done in other 
areas of endeavor. 

Note, for instance, that the proposed credit union has 
as its patrons the public employees within an area which 
has as its extreme boundaries the Menlo Park Fire District. 

Note also that the proposal is made possible only by 
the fact that the employees of three public agencies are 
putting their resources together. 

Though we believe most whole-heartedly in the prin- 
ciples of local control and though we believe that the fire 
district, and the towns of Atherton and Menlo Park are 
doing right well as independent agencies with independent 
governing boards and independently-set policies, we feel 
the example of the employees might be heeded construc- 
tively. 

There are always times and places where cooperation 
makes the seemingly impossible possible. 

There are places where economies can be realized 
when more people — or agencies — participate. 

The governing boards of the three agencies involved — 
without compromising one jot or tittle of independence — 
should always keep the possibilities in mind. 

O

The duties, more or less, are 
common to councilmen 
throughout the state — at least, 
in municipalities which are 
governed under the council- 
manager form of government. 

The summary, actually, 
was made by an East Bay 
newspaper which, in advance 
of the closing date for filing 
for office in this year’s elec- 
tion, sent a “man in the 
street” reporter out to see 

if people appreciated the job 

they were going to vote for 
others to do. 

They didn’t, the summary 
showed. 

Not stopping here, the news- 
paper went on to summarize 
some of the things a council- 
man does. Apparently the eval- 
uation was complete, because 
the League of California Cities 
reprinted it. 

With dates changed, so it 
applies to Menlo Park’s city

lative operations in which a 
councilman is fairly extensive. 

Concerning legislative op- 
erations, according to the 
newsletter, a councilman 
must: 

1. Attend official meetings 
of the council, held bi-weekly, 
every other Tuesday at 8 p.m. 
The length of these meetings 
will vary, some lasting three 
or four hours, depending on 
the subjects discussed. 

A record kept of a recent 
year’s activities indicated the 
average length of official meet- 
ings exceeds an hour and 15 
mimutes. This does not include 
special or adjourned meetings 
of the council, which are offi- 
cial and may be called two or 
three times a year. 

2. Attend informal meetings 
of the council, which are held 
on alternate Tuesday evenings. 
These are discussion sessions 
for the purpose of getting back- 
ground or detailed information 
on proposals. No official ac- 
tions are taken at these meet- 
ings. 

3. Serve on various civic com- 
mittees concerned with speci- 
fic programs. 

Concerning “political rep- 
resentation,” the newsletter 
notes that, although a coun- 
cilman is a nonpartisan offi- 
cial, he’s got to enter the 
arena sometimes. His func- 
tions, as spelled out in the 
League of California Cities 
blurbe, include: 

1. (He must be) a walking 
suggestion and complaint box 
— receiving information on 
various matters and referring it 
to the proper agencies for fol- 
low-up action. 

He must also inform those 
who would like favors done for 
them to the proper office to 
call at city hall, or to the 
council’s agenda system. 

2. Attend meetings of the 
city’s various boards, commis- 
sions and committees as may 
be possible, in order to follow 
up on items of interest or to 
get a better understanding of 
their operations. 

3. Attend special work ses- 
sions of the city council on the 
annual budget, salaries and 
elated personnel matters. 

4. Attend out-of-city confer- 
ences and meetings on region- 
al, state, or national affairs, as 
a result of the city’s affiliations 
with other municipal organiza- 
tions. 

5. Represent the mayor at 
civic functions, and make 
speeches where necessary. 

Concerning his responsibili- 
ties as far as “homework”’ is 
concerned, the “newsletter” 
summarizes a councilman’s du- 
ties as follows: 

1. Read studies, reports, 
budgets and financial reports 
furnished by other members of 
the council or by the city man- 
ager, as background material 
preparatory to discussion and 
action. 

2. Make field trips in groups 
or by self to personally investi- 
gate citizens complaints or sug- 
gestions, proposed develop- 
ments, rezoning requests that 
may be appealed, etc. 

3. Make or receive telephone 
ealls and visits at home, from 
citizens. 

4. Make calls or visits at city 
hall, in pursuit of information. 

5. Read municipal publica- 
tions that are received by each 
member of the city council, in 
order to further his knowledge. 

All this, remember, the coun- 
cilman of Menlo Park is oblig- 
ed to do without pay.

Stallings points out that in- r 


dustry is following a policy of 
paying the entire costs of em- 
ployees’ insurance. Soon we 
can expect the taxpayers to 
foot the bills for doctors, den- 
tists, and other care for em- 
ployees’ families since several 
unions have won this “fringe” 
benefit in their contracts. 


The county manager said 
the county’s contribution 
will go up to $250,800 per 
year: after the contribution 
cycle to the top is completed. 
This is $208,152 more than 
the present annual bill, he 
said, 

Under the bid notices, the 
Kaiser Foundation will be able 
to offer its program in compe’ 
tition with insurance firms 
which provide medical pro- 
grams for groups with the em- 
ployees having the right to 
pick between the foundation 
and the low insurance company 
bidder. 

There isn’t much we ean say 
about this new county pro 
gram. The federal and state 
governments are more and 
more taking over the duties of 
health care in the country and 
the trend right down the line is 
to tax more and give away 
more. 

No one knows where it will 
stop, but we doubt Stallings’ 
guess that “Maybe this willl 
forestall the civil service com- 
mission recommending a gen- 
eral pay raise next year.” 

County employees, like ev- 
eryone else, are out for every- 
thing they can get and as long 
as the federal and state govern- 
ments set such a pattern, the 
county must go along. 

A few more outlays like 
this and the board of super- 
visors may miss on its pro 
mise to grant a 10-cent tax 
cut this year. Not much of 
the insurance program in- 
crease will be felt this year, 
but in three years it will real- 
ly become an item — especi- 
ally when it is added to the 
milion and a quarter dollars, 
that taxpayers dig up each 
year to pay for pensions for 
county employees. 

However, the workers still 
contribute an equal sum but we 
wonder how soon it will be be- 
fore the taxpayers have to foot 
this entire bill. It’s the trend, 
you know. 

Already we hear talk about 
the effect the president’s aid 
to education program will have 
cn the local school tax issues 
in April. While the measure 
has not been approved by Con- 
gress, every indication seems 
to point to its successful pas- 
sage. 

California schools would re- 
ceive something like $16.82 per 
pupil per average daily attend-; 
ance which will mean $52 mil- 
lions for state schools. With 
approximately 10,000 students 
in the Sequoia Union High 
School District at the present 
time this would mean a hand- 
out of about $150,000. 

We wonder how much we 
will have to send to Wash- 
ington in return — probably 
double that. 

The federal handout would 
increase to $19.16 per student 
in 1963 and go up to $21.37 per 
pupil in the 1964 school year. 
The figures for this state are 
slightly below the national av- 
erage of $19.75 to $24.22. 

U.S. Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Sterling M. McMurray’ 
recently issued a statement on 
this subject. He said, “I see no 
reason why federal aid to edu- 
cation must mean some kind 
of federal dictation to local in- 
stitutions.” 

In the next breath, he added, 
“Without a strong, centralized 
goverment agency taking a 
firm hand in the educational 
direction of the nation, we are 
likely to drift in such a way 
that our educational institu- 
tions will not satisfy the de- 
mands of the nation.” 

If a “firm” federal hand in 
any enterprise — particularly 
that of a lower echelon of gev- 
ernment — ‘doesn’t mean feder- ¢ 
al dictation, then we’re think- 
ing wrong. Or maybe it will 
turn into the burning of thou- 
sands or millions of textbooks 
which would follow an exam- 
ple set by California. 

Guess we’re in some sort of 
a sour mood today. 

Nothing seriously wrong ex- 
cept that we get awfully sick 
of all this pump priming when 
so many of our small. business 
men are having a tough time 
keeping their doors open. 

We're old fashioned enough 
to thing that taxpayers’ dollars 
and care from birth to the 
grave will not settle our prob- 
lems. We need not more gov- 
ernment, but LESS govern- 
ment — a lot less!

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In the Garden: 
Viola Family 
Is Quite 
Versatile 


Violas are a friendly family 
of flowers. Their shining faces 
present myriad colors and siz- 
es that will brighten the drear- 
iest of days. And their profu- 
sion is,more than any garden 
can rightly ask. 

This versatile family is 
mighty nice to have around. 
It includes not only the fa- 
miliar, brighteyed pansy 
with its multi-colored mark- 
ings, and the bedding viola, 
with its variety of single col- 
ors, but also old-fashioned 
sweet violets and little John- 
ny Jump Ups which seemed 
more prevalent in another 
age than they do today. 
There’s not a bad one in the 
whole lot. 


We'll turn to pansies first, 
because that’s exactly what so 
many gardeners do. The pan- 
sy’s greatest virtue, aside from 
its gorgeous blooms, is the fact 
that it produces this bloom so 
quickly. Almost from the time 
you plant them, pansies begin 
to put forth a show of color. 

Another nice thing about 
them is that pansies demand 
frequent cutting if they are to 
extend their bloom period. No 
garden job could be easier, nor 
yield more pleasant results. 
This means, of course, that you 
will have a spring full of color 
in your house from pansies 
planted now. 

The bedding violas—which 
take the family name — can 
be similarly kept in bloom 
through spring and well into 
summer. Keep the plants ti- 
dy by trimming them back 
and the color will continue. 
These are available in white, 
yellow, blue and apricot and 
all should be planted—either 
in groups of one color or mix- 
ed. 

About the delicate little vio- 
lets, we can only wonder why 
modern gardens don’t boast 
more of them. Are they less 
fragrant, less cherished in cor- 
sages than they once were? Not 
that we can tell. They have cer- 
tain cultural likes and dislikes 
—even shunning some locales, 
but a nurseryman can set you 
straight about local growing 
conditions. If he says to grow 
them, accept his advice. You 
won’t be sorry. 


Thrive in 
Tough Going 


Gardeners who like to plant 
their shrubs and leave them 
alone will get a lot of mileage 
from the many Tea Trees offer- 
ed in local nurseries. Tea Trees 
are ready to serve you in a 
wide range of rough places. 

Take the toughest situa- 
tion any shrub could face — 
along a weather battered 
stretch of seashore. Far from 
succumbing to such condi- 
tions, the Tea Trees seem to 
thrive on them. Or try them 
on a sun-baked hillside that 
seldom sees water and they 
will thrive again. In fact, if 
you want to be truthful about 
it, Tea Trees are more apt to 
suffer from too much atten- 
tion than from too little. 

If you infer from this that 
Tea Trees are best not used in 
friendly garden settings, you’re 
wrong. Their narrow, decora- 
tive foliage and free-flowering 
habit dictates that they should 
be used close in as well as in 
out-of-the-way garden spots. 
Just be sure that they have 
tolerate sodden conditions 
from overwatering. 

You'll find a number of Tea 
Trees around and one of the 
nicest of them is the Keatley 
variety. An easy-growing shrub 
of some 12 feet high, it bears 
white to pinkish blooms with 
deeper rose or purple centers. 
Bloom is billed as coming in 
Jate fall and early spring, but 
it shows right through winter 
in most California gardens. 

The most familiar Austra- 
lian Tea Tree makes an ideal 
screen planting, tolerating 
the most intolerable soils 
and exposures. The leaves 
are more ovate than the Keat- 
ley Tea Tree and the white 
spring blooms are more pro- 
fuse if not as long lasting. It 
can be trained by pruning to 

a small tree. 

The dwarf Tea Trees, two 
and three to some six or seven 
feet high, are more suited to 
borders where their easy habits 
and informal appearance is al- 
ways pleasant. Several are 


available and any or all are 
worth growing.
